The dealers will usuilly be 
specialists in furniture, pictures, 
silver, carpets and so on, .and 
have a better knowledge of 
prices in their field than the 
auctioneer.

To.be effective the ring. must 
inchude all the strongest bidders 
al a sale. When colleagues 
refuse to seltle the ring is often 
prepared to bid prices up 
against them 10 quite unccono- 
mic ‘levels. They are.occasion- 
ally landed with an unsalcably 
expensive picce but it is a small - 
price to pay for freezing out the 
opposition.

When the business began 
four years ago most of the 
material coming out of China 
was sold to dealers in Hong 
Kong. Japanese dealers were 
soon alerted for there are many 
collectors of Chinese art . in 
Japan. One or two of these took 
premises in Nlacao to get first 
sight of what was coming Out. 
Others took to buying in Hong 
Kong and had only to book into 
a hotel for material to be 
brouglıt to them. "Ninety-nine 
per cent of what one’s shown is 
junk", one of them said. 

The smugglers then started to 
get hold of Sotheby's and 
Christies catalogues and to 
realise that huge prices could be 
Paid. They started to ask such 
high prices for their goods {hat 
the Hong Kong dealers turned 
them auay, whereupon the 
smugglers began to route them 
dircetly to Sotheby's and Chris- 
tie's offices in Hong Kong. Both 
auctioneers say they have no 
way of knowing where the goods 
actually come from. “Mlost of 
it changes hands many times 
before it reaches us", was one 
comment. 


The acceptance of smuggled 
goods for sale in the west is 
perfectly legal and so far there 
hare been no formal represen- 
tations about the matter from 
the Chînese governments. This 
situation could change. and 
traceable items could perhaps 
he demanded back. A rare 
chime of nine archaic bronze 
bells and ten musical stones 
dating from tie Warring States 
period was left unsold at 
Sotheby's last week at £30,000.

) ‘Turning dishonesty into an art form 


The art market is plagued : 
dishonest practices ThE 
Jeason is simple. Most 


people don't understand art, 
know the difference between 
good, better and best or have 
the remotest idea. about 
prices. The man in the street 
cannot distinguish between a 
£5 or a £5,000 drawing, 

It is not a matter of 
education because no work 
of art has a cleary-defined 
value. The price paid is 
dictated by who is selling to 
whom. A furniture expert 
cannot value pictures, a 
silver expert cannot value 
furniture, and neither knows 
the value of pottery or glass. 

With enormous sums of 
money thus resting on hig- 
hly-specialized expertise. the 
apportunitiecs for misrep-

Sotheby's and Christie's 
finely illustrated catalogues are 
used as the basic reference 
books for selecting what ought 
to be valuable, but traders with 
untrained eyes often get it wrong 
and fakes are beginning to be 
made to deceive them. Replicas 
of ancient pottery and bronzes 
are already for sale in Govern- 
ment tourist shops up and dowr 
China. These are made to look 
old by corroding the surface 
with acid and rubbing in some 
mud for sale to the smugglers. 

Western dealcrs have noticed 
that different types of objects 
have become saddenly available 
in quantity n London or New 
York auctions at different times, 
reflecting the development of 
new sources of supply. The first 
ware was of late Nling blue and 
white wares. Then came Tang 
pottery, followed by Han and 
Song and, most recently, 
bronzes including rare gilt- 
bronzes of the Tang dynasty 
over the last month. 

The explanation is that they 
come from different burial sites. 
The Chinese have been burying 
their dead for several thousand 
years and up to around 1600 a 
supply of pottery accoutrements 
for the afterlîfe was buried with 
them. The grcat tombs of the 
Tank dynasty. with their pottery 
horses, camels, musicians and 
momen are among the major 
tourist attractions of China 
today. 

m the push to modernise 
China nes construction projects 
are conostantly uncarthing for- 
gotten tombs. These are sup- 
posed to be reported lo the 
authorities and their contents 
removed to a local warehouse. 
Thefts fram such warehouses,

“If they read my name in your 
newspaper in Macao they will 
kill me", said the Chinese 
connoisseur pointing two fingers 
graphically at his temples. Art 
smuggling out of China is an 
explosive issue about which 
little is yet known. Connoisseurs 
east and west only talk about it 
reluctantly and demand a 
guarantee that they will remain 
anonymous. 

It had been going on for about 
four years with most vuaterial 
caming out via Mfacao to Hong 
Kong. Extraordinary stories are 
told of {he man who pioneered 
the new “China trade", a Macao 
resident who gave lodging to 
homeless refugees from China ~ 
who gave him things. He beşan 
dealing in Chinese coins but 
moved on mto ancient pottery 
and began to organize his 
residents into regular suppliers. 

At one time queues would 
form outside his door when a 
shipment was expected. He 
could be relatively opea iu his 
business since he had bought 
protection from the Macao 
police. The last year, however, 
has seen an upsurge of police 
harassment in Macao and he 
has moved to Houg Kong and 
retired from business. He has a 
30-foot yacht and a summer 
house in Bangkok. He is said to 
haye made over £10 million in 
four years, having started with a 
capital of only £1,000. 

This unnamed pioneer of the’ 
trade was quickly followed by 
others and there are now said to 
be 40 or 50 dealers involved.

The standard price for smug- 
gling a suitcase of antiquities 
out of China is around £1,000 
but the Communists are becom- 
ing tougher.

An unassuaged 


anguish, a 
festering anger 


both Hindus and Sikhs - worked as 
coolies or street vendors. The Sikhs 
occupied exactly the same tiny brick 
houses as their Hindu neighbours, 
Yet they gave The impression of 
being martinally bener off because 
tradilionally Sikhs live better cal 
well and spend money. in Kalyan- 
puri, one of the poorest areas, the 
Sikhs did not even own brick 
houses. They had çome from their 
villages to carn a living by making 
siraw thatch for roofs and lived in 
ınud huts, Yet many men from these 
families had gone to the Gulf to 
work and scent home transistor 
radios and lape-rccorders. Sur- 
rounded by pcople for whom even a 
cooking pot is an object of envy, 
they were murdered and their 
houses razed lo the ground. Il was 
nol envy or greed thal led .io.the 
riots: it was the relentless brutaliza- 
tion of {he poor. 3 . 


All these slum dwellers had been 
farced out of their villages by 
poverly or caste-discrimination in 
search of a living in the' city. In 
1976. the late Sanjay Gandhi 
launched a slum cicarance pro- 
gramme and had them dumped 
across the river in rescttlement 
colonies. Without amv means to 
supporl themsclves in. the wasle- 
land. many were driven 10 crime 
and the "colonies" became centres 
for the brewing of illicit liquor, 
prostitution. drug-trafficking and 
gang warfare. I1 made up a Srechtian 
underworld of which the middle 
class ' living in their comfortable 
homes ûr the right side of the river 
preferred not 10 know. Their eyes 
were forced open and made to seg it 
for whal it was when the mobs 
stormed over the invisible barriers 
wiih cans of kerosene, and burnt and 
looted what they had imagined was 
inviolable. The communal riol 
became a class riot. 0 


The Sikh lady ıaking old clothes 
and rice ‘lo the riot-hil areas said: 
“These riots have affected 1he rich 


.„ more Lhan lhe poor.” She was clearly 


not referring to the wealthy land- 
fords and industrialists whose farms 
and factories had been burnt down, 


and have been handsomely compen- .« 


sated. “The poor. can always gO to 
Punjab and start working as coolies 


their crime.” Yet Punjab remained 
silent. in the grip of censorship and 
the army, but also because of lhe 
shock a1 the fury of the mob 
violetice and the extent of the Sikh 
loss and degradation. The Hindu 
population too remaincd quiel, 
knowing nothing good can come of 
such humiliation and that the tables 
could turn. 


This fear on the part of tbe 
Hindus in Punjab and the Sikhs 
outside has lcd 10 a curious social 
awakwardness: in mixed gatherings 
of people who had never given a 
thought 1o their religion „ there are 
strained silences. No one can lightly 
makes jokes about Sikhs {a tra- 
ditional butt for humour of the wily- 
Welshman and the parsimoniouş- 
Scotsman order) any more, Hindus 
are taken aback by the ficrccness 
with which Sikhs speak about the 
violated sanctity of the Golden 
Temple: Sikhs are guarded in ther 
speech when Hindus. are near. A 
suspiciousness unknown beforc iS at 
large. 

When questioned. Hindus of 
Delhi's middle class claim a 
permanent breakdown in the r¢- 
lations between Sikhs and Hindus is 
unthinkable — the two communitics 
have always celcbrated Ilestivals 
together. and intermarried - and 
that every effort al bridging the 
preseni gulf must be made. In the 
riot alfccled areas, however. the 
Hindu and Muslim neighbours of 
the murdered and looted Sikhs stand 
around sullenly watching govern- 
ment administrators and relief 
workers on their rounds. "They 
deserved what they got”, they 
mutter, “these Sikhs had to be 
taught a lesson". There is ncithcr 
remorse nor concern, ' only a 
smouldering sullenness. The differ- 
ence in the attitudes of the upper 
and lower classes underlines another 
nasly home truth: thal the gap 
between rich and poor is so 
enormous thal the present situation 
will be difficult to maintain. The 
recenl riols were a sample of what 
can be expecicd in the future. 

in the slums the difference 
between the Hindus and Sikhs was 
not marked. In Trilokpuri, one of 
the worst affected areas, the people —

New Delhî 

Winter has come 1o Delhi a fine 
khaki-coloured dust has settled upon 
the city, and in pavement stalls 
cotton quilis are being sewn for the 
a0! n"s E in the ا‎ Sîrdeners 
are lovingly tending lemurmns 
tt the annual flower show. In the 
market places everywhere shops are 
being repaired and fresh coats of 
painl applied. ‘A closer look will 
revegl that these shops have been 
recently burnt. The owners are 
almost invariably Sikh. They look 
both subdied and stoical. None is 
willing to say‘much. “Jt was fully 
insured", snaps’ the smart iady 
butéher in a fasktiénable South Delhi 
market. The priest of a destroyed 
temple says philosophically: “Who 
can explain what happcncd? Every 
man has within him envy, 
lust and hate, When these erupt, 
such thinğs happen". 

Sikhs are pot hew to communal 
violence ~ they inflicted it upon 
‘Muslims ‘in 1947 and Muslims 
inflicted it on them throughout their 
history. Communal hatred and 
violence blow through the coun 
as regularly as dust storms: it is 
almost always the Muslims or the 
Harijans (lower castes) who are the 
victims. We are accustomed — ever 
hardened - 1o seeing newspaper 
photographs of dazed survivors 
sitting by their destroyed homes, or 
the corpses of victims, What has 
shaken every Indian in this latest 
storm is the sight of the proud and 
prosperous Sikhs, creator of the 
grcen revolution in Punjab, known 
as some of the best soldiers in the 
Indian army. successful in every 
field from politics lo carpentry, 
reduced 10 the state of beggars, 
waiting to be fed and clothed in 
relief camps. 


A jewelied. silk-clad Sikh woman 
driving out to onc of these camps 
with sacks of wicat and bundles of 
old clothes said: “We Sikhs are not 
uscd to this. Sikhs never beg. Now 
my son comes home from school 
and tells me other children say lo 
him ‘Sikh women will come to our 
homes and scrub our cooking pots 
for us’. But Sikh womcn have never 
gonc out to work. These children are 
cchoing what they have heard their 
parents say. This is how people are 
talking." 

Thıs humiliation is what subdues 
the Sikhs at the moment as well as 
the fear born of their new awareness 
that they are in a minority outside 
the Punjab. There have been wild 
rumours that the Sikhs plan to kill 
33°Hindus for “very murdercd Sikh. 
The head prie of the Golden 
Temple in Amritsar has said: “] 
don" know about revenge but the 
Sikh religion does say that op- 
pressors of Sikhs should be given a 
befitting reply and punished for 


On Boxing Day a couple of dozen 
kids from Tingley, Yorkshire, with a 
triad of Herndş supplied by the 
National Theatre, will pe on 
BBC2 The Big H, Tony Harrison's 
first play for television. It is the 
story of Herod's horrid kiddicide, 
with a contrapuntal theme of the 
perpetual repression by the ruling 
classes of working-class self-ex- 
pression. The Herods start out! as 


school teachers despotically im- 
posing “H” sounds on hel 
unaspirating charges. 


So even in jogging Yuletide 
rhyme, Tony HiPon does not 
abandon any of his poet's preoccy- 
pations with “the لو با‎ of 
Imposition, the spectre of tyranny", 
or with learning and language. The 
Big FH, incidentally: ends happily. 
Although armed with A-bombs and 
airguns, Herod's schoolboy guards 
do not succeed in “jellibabifying” 
Jesus, and vi goes to the plebs 
who march off shedding aitches 
from “alifax to "ull; “ong Kong to 
"iroshima, 

Harrison. who is 47, must be 
Britains only fulltime professional 
poet; he has not written prose, NOt 
even book reviews, since he gave up 
teaching 15 years ago. “I realized,” 
he said, “that the whole risk, the 
whole enterprise of my life had to be 
invested in poelry,." He must now be 
somewhere necar the zenith of his 
career: Penguin have just published 
his acclaimed Selected Poems, the 
National Theatre will revive his 
Passion Play's, with the addition of a 
Doonısday, on January 19, and be is 
working on a full-scale opera for lhe 
New York Metropolitan. 

He is a considerable linguist: wi 
Latin and Greek, he a tl 
from .French. German and Czech, 
and while teaching in Nigeria in the 
1960s he learned to speak a couple 
of dislects. His poetry has a unique 
blend of the clasşical and Yer 
macular. 


The driving opsession of this 
scholarship boy from Leeds is with 
articulatioh in its personal and. its 
class context. His father was both 
inarticulate and reticent, not neces- 
sarily a characteristic of the working 
class. Onéê of his uncles had a 
stamıméer, the other was actually 
dumb. No poet could have 
his more tho! y. When 
he wort a scholarship to ã school “on 
the posh side of Leeds” and became 
proficient in Latin and Greek the 
alienation was integşified. “1 felt

Britain has led the world in caring 


for ihe terminally il. patient, for’ 


these people who need large doses of 
opiate drugs distressing and painful 
constipation will occur if appropri- 
ate laxalives are not used’ at the 
same time. All the most valuable 
laxatives commonly needed for 
these patients are excluded from the 
is1 of allowed drugs. 

While discussing pain relief it 
should also be noted that no drugs 
between simple aspirin or paraceta- 
mol and po' I morphine remain 
in the list. This means that many 
people are going to be given 
morphine, perhaps too soon. 

The second illustration concerns 
the benzodiazepine drugs: three only 
in this group are retained and two of 
lhem are drugs which remain in the 
bloodstream for much more than 24 
hours. This is entirely inappropriate 
in many cases, modern experts NOW 
preferring to use drugs which are 
eliminated inside 12 or certainly 24 
hours.

The.1984-85 Session is the key

The doctors 
then sometimes have the child 
made a ward of court just till the 
surgery is completed. %t is a 
fainly absurd but effective and 
public way of enabling Gortors to 
overrulc, the parents white pay- 
ing proper respect io their legal 
right in general to give or refuse 
consent.

. The output measure of gross 
domestic product (gdp) was up 
1.3 per cent on the third quarter 
of 1983. It is generally regarded 
as the best indicator of short 
term movements in the eCOn- 
omy alihough this ycar il is 
dislorted by the effects of the 
coal strike. 

The coal strike. government 
statisticians say. has reduced 
gdp by up to 1.5 per cent, so the 
underiying rise in output is 2.5 
per cent — 3 per cent compared 


with a year carlier. 
The output figurc has been 
revised upwards from an earlier 


estimate which showed 0.2 per 
cent growth betwecn the second 
and third quarters, because of 
new information which shows 
industrial production morc 
buoyant. 

There are three measures of 
gdp. The other two, based on 
Income and spending measures, 
showed a mixed pictûre.

Dozens of homes were 
evacuated and the main A6033 
road across the Pennines was 
closed yesterday when a tanker 
train carrynıg heating oil 
caught fire and exploded after 
coming off the rails in the
